Our roses are trimmed ready for planting and individually 
labeled. Planting should be done only when the soil is in loose 
friable condition. 


One of the most important things to do is bank the soil six to 
eight inches high, in a cone shape, around each plant until the 
growth starts. Then gradually work this soil down to the level 
of the bed. 


Our plants are guaranteed, and those failing to grow will be 
replaced providing they are returned to us with the original 
label attached and providing they are planted promptly on 
arrival and given good care.
